uring the 1880’s, toy casting was at its peak. This continued well 

‘nto the 1900’s, with production lessening as the forties and the war 
years approached. A manufacturing forerunner was the Hubley Company of 
Lancaster, Pennsylvania. Other makers included Kenton Hardware, Stevens. 
and Brown, Williams Company, Ives, W.B. Carpenter, and Wilkins Toy. 

Value is determined by several factors: intricacy of design, number of cast 
parts, detail work, and availability. Decals or cast stamps identifying. the 
manufacturer are desirable, but hard to come by; however, some of the - 
older companies did imprint or emboss their names. 

Condition, of course, is an important factor. Because toys are played with, 
rarely are they found in mint condition. “Mint” means in original condition 
and 100 per cent complete. “Good” means structurally sound, all pieces 
intact, and showing some wear. The more paint—original paint—the more 
value. Value is lost if the toy has been altered. Toys with missing or broken 
parts are greatly diminished in worth. 3 

Lucky finds include banks with combination locks, mechanical banks,” 
horse-drawn toys, tractors, and of course, trains. Cars, somewhat more 
common, are popular. Usually cars are found in increments‘of four-; six-;- 
and eight-inch models. As the length increases, sodoes the-cost. ° 

Because reproductions abound, do your homework. Acqusint yourself 
with reputable and knowledgeable dealers and collectors. Self-education is 
the key to a wonderful collection satisfying the desires of every grown-up 
lover of cast iron toys.
